Violence flares again in Iran 


TEHRAN. Nov. 4 (AP) — 
Bloody violence Dared anew in 
the capital Saturday raising 
fears of move by the military 
as the nation’s economy trem* 
bled from a crippling five-day- 
old oil industry and national 
airlines strike. 

Students attempting to march 
through the streets to a Mus- 
lim holy man's house clashed 
with armed troops. Uncon- 
firmed reports said at least ten 
youth were shot and killed and 
at. least 30 wounded. The 
students claim 40 persons were 
killed. 

Minister of Information 
Muhammad Reza Ameli-Teh 
rani said the reports of deaths 
from the clashes were, “not 
true” but confirmed that many 
persons bad been injured near 
the university. - 

University authorities said 


wounded students were brou- 
ght to the university for emer- 
gency treatment. “Several were 
in need of surgery,” authori- 
ties added. 

In contrast to the bloody 
confrontations in Tehran, tens 
of thousands of anti-govera- 
ment demonstrators marched 
peacefully through the streets 
of Isfahan, central Iran, sho- 
wering battle ready troops with 
flowers. Isfahan is the site of a 
giant Iranian Air Force base 
where Bell Helicopter of the 
‘United States maintain their 
offices. About ll.OOD Ameri- 
cans work and live in Isfahan. 

The National Iranian Oil 
Company (NIOC) was attempt- 
ing to restore soma form of 
normalcy to the strike bound 
oil industry by despatching re- 
. tired personnel and key exe- 
cutives to oil production sites.

An NIOC spokesman saij 
they hoped to raise crude oil 
production from the onshore 
wells so more than two million 
barrels a day could be pumped 
out to waiting tankers. 

At Kharg Island terminal, 
about 40 tankers were report- 
ed lying at anchor waiting to 
take on crude oil 
.Some 5.4 million barrels a 
day are normally pumped out 
<ef Iranian offshore and on 
-jgtore well. The oil strike was 
costing the economy close to 
S60 milUon a day. Iran earned 
S22 billion from ihe export 
of crude oil and refined pro- 
ducts in J977. 

Iranair personnel have ig- 
nored replied wain - to 
get national airline's fleet ope- 
rative again. The strike was 
costing min.ons of dollars a 
day in. lost revenue. However, 
Tehran International Airport 
Iranair ground crews were ser- 
vicing foreign airlines using 
the airport’s facilities. 

The inability of Prime Mi- 
nister Jaafar Sharif -Emami's 
government to contain the wi- 
dening unrest, heightened un- 
certainty. Shortly after the riots 
Saturday, rumors circulated In 
the capital that Sharif-Emami 
was ready to band in his two 
month old government's resig- 
nation to the Shah. 

The possibility of further 
belt tighteneing loomed in the 
horizon if the oil strike was 
not resolved soon. 

The government had announ- 
ced last month that arms con- 
tracts totalling S7 billion would 
be shelved for a year as the 
money was allocated to cover 
raises for civil servants and 
employees of nationalized in- 
dustries. 

In a related development Oil 
Minister Sheikh Ahmad Zafci 
Yamani said the Kingdom pre- 
fers to consult with other 
members of the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries (OPEC) before taking any 
action to counter a possible oil 
shortage res ulting from the cut

CAIRO. Nov. 4 (Agencies) — 
— President Anwar Sadat Sa- 
turday snubbed the Arab sum- 
mit meeting in Baghdad and 
declared he will boycott a de- 
legation it sent to urge Him to 
break off his peace talks with 
Israel 

The four-man delegation ar- 
. rived expecting to meet with 
Sadat. It carried a message 
from the leaders of 20 Arab 
countries meeting 'for the past 
three days in the Iraqi capi- 
tal. 

But in a strong speech to the 
inaugural meeting of a new 
session of the Egyptian Peoples 
Assembly. Sadat said be would 
have nothing to do with the 
emissaries, and neither would 
any other Egyptian official. 

The delegation, led by Leba- 
nese Premier Salim Hoss, was 
met at the airport by a junior 
official from the Egyptian pre- 
sidency. 

-Hoss told journalists at the 
airport be was carrying a writ- 
ten message from the sum- 
mit. Asked if he was on a 
mission of reconciliation, Hoss 
replied “yes, of course.” 

Hoss said he hoped to meet 
President Sadat Saturday night, 
listen to his point of view and 
carry it back to the Baghdad 
conference. But Hoss later said 
the delegation was returning to 
Baghdad after fading to deliver 
the message. 

He said the kings and heads 
of state decided unanimously 
to send the delegation at a 
closed session Saturday morn- 
ing. 

Asked whether the Arab lea- 
ders were divided on the ques- 
tion of persuading Egypt to 
abandon its peace process, Hoss 
said: Tt ?s not true. There is a 
lot of consensus. A substantial 
consensus.” 

Asked whether the Arab 
situation has now reached a 
point of major crisis, Hoss re- 
plied: “We hope it will never 
reach the dimensions of a crisis 
and we hope to achieve posi- 
tive results." 

Hoss said the summit in 
Baghdad would remain in ses- 
sion until his delegation return- 
ed with Sadat's answer. 

But Sadat turned his back 
on the summit and repeated his 
commitment to the peace nego- 
tiations with Israel, now report- 
ed to be in their final stage in 
Washington. 

“Before coming to this ros- 
trum. we were informed by 
foreigQ news agencies that, those 
meeting in Baghdad had sent 
a delegation which was already 
on its way,” Sadat declared. 

“They did not ask for per- 
mission,'' he added. Then, in a 
scathing reference to reports 
that the summit was offering 
Egypt billions of dollars in aid 
to cut off the peace talks, Sadat 
declared: 

"We shall answer what they 
have sent but they shall not 


meet with me or any Egyptian 
official. Ail the millions in the 
world will not buy the will of 
Egypt" 

Che summit Learn includes 
two leading officials from Syria 
and Iraq, and a UAE minister. 

Sadat lashed out at the efforts 
to cut off Egypt from the rest 
of the Arab world that are 
urged by some radical states. 

“The Egypt of peace will 
not isolate itself and cannot be 
isolated, because it is the Egypt 
of October, the Egypt that mil 
always be able to isolate 
(others) without being isolated,'* 
Sadat declared as the assembly 
applauded. 

“The Egypt of October” is a 
phrase used by Sadat to refer 


to his decision to launch the 
1973 war with Israel. It is a 
code word for Egypt's ability 
to act independently and take 
the initiative. 

"Can they isolate Egypt from 
its best sons that died for it," 
Sadat declared. “Can they iso- 
late Egypt from its ancient civi- 
lization. 

“These are insignificant words 
which do not deserve an ans- 
wer." Sadat added. 

As he has before, Sadat praised 
Jimmy Carter as “this giant 
among men, this man of prin- 
ciples and morals." 

For fostering the peace pro- 
cess. Sadat said. Carter deser- 
ved Egypt's “warmest greetings 
and deepest thanks.” 


In a strong attack, on the 
Soviets, Sadat said: “We are 
building peace amid conspira- 
cies* hatched up, planned and 
directed by a super-power, the 
Soviet Union, which warned us 
to kneel. 

“When we confronted it and 
when our will won, the will of 
peace, it (Moscow) wanted to 
direct ail its resources and all 
its lackeys to destroying the 
construction of peace.” 

In Baghdad, the Arab heads 
of state were expected Satur- 
day to impose a political and 
economic bo ycott of Egypt

F. Celeste, the lieutenant gov- 
ernor, has been tipped as the 
favorite as election day nears. 

The Republicans once had 
looked to 1978 as a potential 
banner year in governors con- 
tests, eyeing such other major 
states as California, Florida, 
Pennsylvania. Massachusetts. 
Maryland and Colorado. But 
their chances have dimmed if 
not disappeared throughout that 
lisL 

In California, Brown appears 
to have turned the tax tables 
on challenger Evelle Younger, 
the attorney general, and now 
bolds a comfortable lead in the 
polls. 

Maryland and Pennsylvania 
were both hit with Democratic 
scandals, but the Republicans’ 
chance to make political hay 
of that was ruined when Mav- 
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ericks won the Democratic pri- 
maries and seized a chunk of 
the clean-government initiative 
for themselves. Republicans 
think they stiU have a shot In 
Pennsylvania, however, where 
former federal prosecutor Ri- 
chard Thornburgh is battling 
former Pittsburgh Mayor Pete 
Flaherty, the Democrat. 

In Florida, millionaire Jack 
M. Eckerd, 66, the Republican, 
has hardly been helped by the 
scandal in the General Services 
Administration, the federal 
government house-keeping ag- 
ency which be twice headed. 
His challenger is Democrat 
Robert Graham, who won an 
upset victory in the primary 
after working a day at a time 
at a variety of commonplace 
jobs in the constituency. 

Massachusetts could prove a 
tight contest between conserva- 
tive Democrat Edward J. Ring 
and Liberal Republican J- 
Hatch. King upset incumbent 
Governor Michael S. Dukakis 
in the primary with an anti-tax 
campaign. 

Republicans probably will 
have to look to the smaller 
states in the West for their 
greatest gains. Republican can- 
didates threatened to replace 
Democratic incumbents in Ne- 
vada, Oregon, and possibly 
Idaho, New Mexico and Wyo- 
ming. Democratic Gov. Richard 
Lamm of Colorado once ap- 
peared vulnerable as well, but 
his duel with President Carter 
over the state’s water policy has 
carried him over Republican 
Ted Strickland. 

In Alabama. Democrat Fob 
James is the clear favorite to 
replace the retiring George 
Wallace, who occupied the 
state bo use for an unprecedent- 
ed three terms and campaigned 
several times for the presiden- 
cy..

What may change this is a 
recent US. . &ipreme Court 
decision endowing corpora- 
tions with civil rights. Chief 
Justice Warren E. Burger said 
this is necessary lest corporate 
regulation be extended to cor- 
porations which, print news- 
papers and operate broadcast- 
ing stations. 

The effect of the decision, 
however, is to invite corporate 
America to buy communica- 
tions properties and use them 
as a way around the laws li- 
miting corporate participation 
in politics. 

How can a conglomerate 
like Western Pacific Industries, 
Inc., be prevented from inun- 
dating the nation with propa- 
ganda if it is successful with 
its current takeover attempt of 
Houghton Mifflin, the book 
publishing company Western 
Pacific can skip around, the 
laws relating to political ad' 
verttting merely by printing 
what it wants to say in book 
foffn, distributing the books, 
free or nearly so and caAming 

any interference is a violation 
of the corporation’s right to a 
free press. But tbe opportuni- 
ties to do this effectively 
through bock publishing are 
nothing compared to what a 
corporation like GM oould dq 
by buying out a chain hke 
,Knigfa-Ridder. 

As ft is, Americans are 
getting utmo st as much pro- 
corporation claptrap stuffed 
down theirs. Although busi- 
nessmen have dominated, and 
condoled the boards of trust- 
ees of most of our colleges 
anH universities since the turn 
of die century, the drive is on’

A motorist leaving Brussel* 1 
on the main highway to Pan* J 
learns from a roadside saga 
that the next major town along 1 

the way will be Bergen, 48 kilo- 
meters south. . 

But the next sign tells him * 
that just ahead is Mons. 

Mens and Bergen are diffe- 
rent names for the same town. 
One is used in the part of Bel- 1 
gium known as Wallonia, 1 

where French is spoken, and 1 

the other is used in the 

part known as Flandas, J 

where Flemish — essentially 
the same as Dutch — is spo- 
ken. 

The two regions are separa- 
ted by a linguistic border that 
has existed throughout the 134 
years of Belgian independei*»< 
— and bedeviled Belgian poli- 
tical kfe from the beginning. 

Last month, for the secobd 
time in five months, tbe go- 
vernment resigned in a dispute 
over the language question. 

After 50 years of trying, tils 
politicians had thought they 
were approaching a solution. 
The major parties had cola© 
up with a carefully crafted 
agreement that was thought to 
represent the interests of all 10 
million Belgians. 

Prime Minister Leo Tinde- ' 
mans, whose coalition govern- 
ment had given top priority to 
solving the problem, resigned 
for five days in June to fore© 
approval of what is called the 
Egmont Fact 

He resigned again when the 
Flemish wing of his Social. 
Christian Party balked at 
plans to implement the pact. 

Belgium has contained the 
seeds of separatism since 1830, 
when it declared its indepen- 
dence from the Netherlands. • 
For the first century of mo- 
dern Belgian history, the 
richer, more sophisticated 
French-speaking WaSoons of 
the south dominated the poo- 
rer Flemings of the north and 
east 

Tbe Francophones, as they 
are called in Belgium, moved 
into Brussels, which lies ta- 
tireJy within the Flemish re- 
gion. They made Brussels a 
French-speaking island and 
perpetuated the notion that iH 
Belgians spoke French. 

In 1921, dual-tingualism wm

Flanders’ population grew 
more rapidly than Wallonia’* 
so that today the Flemings' 
make up 55 percent of the po- 
pulation and the Walloons 33 
percent, the remainder being 1 
of other nationalities. 

In each region the local Ian-, 
guage predominated and the 
minority language was hardly 
used. According to the Flem- 
ings, this meant that the Freo- 
ch-speakere learned only Fren- 
ch while the Flemings learned 
. both in order to have a lan- 
guage of general use. Yet lan- 
guage has become such an 
emotional issue that many 
Flemings refuse to speak Fren- 
ch at all and will turn to Gor- 
man or English to converse 
with foreigners. 

On the other hand, Flemish 
families have been reluctant to 
let their children study French 
for fear that the young peo- 
ple will forget their culture. 
But the young people want to 
learn French or English be- 
cause they are international 
languages, according to a.

M Cofl&puacy of Silence: The 
Acttcfc oa the L'xs liberty’* 
by Anthony p eanon. Quartet 
boo us, London, 1978.

WASH i NO lON — “Conspi- 
racy ol Silence" is the first and 
only book ever to appear on 
Lne uss Liberty incident iQ the 
11 years since Israeli air and 
naval forces devastated the 
American spy-snip in internatio- 
nal waters aunng the iy67 
Middle East war. 

Ibe attack on the Liberty — 
winch Israel claims was a case 
at "mistaken identity" — was 
the worst “peacetime" disaster 
in U.S. naval history. Some 34 
crewmen died and 171 were 
wounded. The attack, so anger- 
ed O.S. military leaders at the 
time that the Joint Chiefs of 
Start ordered a retaliatory air 
strike against the Israeli naval 
base at Haira — an order coun- 
termanded at the last minute 
by President Johnson. 

And yet for all the official 
concern, media coverage o£ the 
attack was muted — some say 
as a result of a CLV imposed 
news blackout — and there was 
virtually no press follow-up or 
investigative reporting into rea- 
sons for the ar.ack. — 

l/aiike its celebrated sister- 
ship .the Pueblo, the Liberty 
■became the object of a “Cons- 
piracy of Silence" which is only 
sow beginning to unravel, 
thanks to the probing of An- 
thony Pearson and a handful 
oi others. 

Pearson's book — the out- 
growth of a two-part article 
that appeared in “Penthouse" 
magazine in 1976 — is in many 
ways a remarkable and tan- 
talizing work. It is surprising 
not only for the mere fact that 
it was published, but also for 
the amazing but believable con. 
elusions it draws about the 
Liberty incident and its after- 
math. 

Serious flaws L . 
Unfortunately, though, the 
book is seriously flawed in 
several respects, making it an 
easy target for critics anxious 
to dismiss its rather startling 
Sndinns- 

Thc book gives the impres- 
sion of being hastily written 
and pooriyedited. It is replete 
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The "::\zy spy ship, shown here before the attack 




with minor factual errors that 
at the very least serve to irri- 
tate the informed reader, and 
could lead some to question 
Pearson’s journalistic professio- 
nalism. 

In addition, too much of the 
book is sheer padding. Pearson 
is at his best when he delves 
into the political and strategic 
background behind the Liberty 
incident or graphically descri- 
bes the actual attack on the: 
electronics intelligence ship. He 
is at his worst when he recounts 
his personal experiences in con- 
nection with the Liberty story 
— “adventures" that take up 
more than half the book and 
are related in a self-serving 


James Bondish narrative fa- 
shion winch tends to undercut 
the serious theme of his work. 

But despite these flaws, Pear- 
son's book is worth reading — 
if only because of the new 
avenues of investigation he 
opens up. 

Drawing on U-S. military and 
British intelligence sources — 
including an unnamed Penta- 
gon general and a mysterious 
M16 operative called “Major 
McKenna" — Pearson cons- 
tructs a fascinating strategic 
scenario for the Liberty inci- 
dent, a scenario which if true 
would make the Israeli attack 
on the spy-ship far more sig- 


nifican: than a mere “footco.i 
in history,*' and which wouic 
help explain the information 
blackout surrounding the inci- 
■ drat 

Secret sob 

According to Pearson's sour- 
ces, the Liberty bad a dual 
mission when it took up its 
position off the Sinai coast. In 
addition to gathering surface 
intelligence by monitoring bat- 
tlefield communications, the 
ship was serving as liaison for 
a U S. nuclear submarine arm- 
ed with Polaris missiles, on co- 
vert attachment to the Ameri- 
can Sixth Fleet in the Medi- 
terranean. 

The submarine, identified by 
Pearson as the USS Andrew 
Jackson, lay several hundred 
feet below the Liberty, under 
special orders to maintain radio 
silence and hold its position 
unless instructed by President 
Johnson to abort jts mission 

The Andrew Jackson’s pre- 
tence off the Egyptian coast 
was partly a response to the 
entry to two Soviet Echo-class 
missile subs into the Mediter- 
ranean earlier in the month.

At the same time, the Islamic 


scholars hope to foster in the 
United States “an appreciation 
of the enormous and vastly un- 
derestimated contributions of. 
_ classical Islamic civilization ia 
philosophy, science and the 
arts to Lhe foundation of the 
so-called Western Renaissance." 

The foundation plans to seek 
technical and financial assis- 
tance from public, private and 
corporate sources both in the 
United States and in the Isla- 
mic world. 

The. organization will build 
its educational strategies for 
Islamic states on methods evol- 
ved by the great thinkers of 
classical Islam. 

These techniques still repre- 
sent "the most viable methods 
for communicating scientific 
concepts from teacher to stu- 
dent, particularly in the cur- 
rent Islamic context," the foun- 
dation notes. 

The goal of devising strate- 
gies for the "most rapid possi- 
ble training" of at least five 
million scientists and engineers 
in the Islamic countries is what 
is needed “to sustain the peo- 
ples now living in the area 
formerly under the domain of 
the -Abhasid Caliphate in an en- 
vironment industrially and tech- 
nologically the equivalent of 
modem American society,” the 
organization says. 

The foundation, which also 
.plans to publish English trans- 
lations and new editions of 
classical Islamic works for use 
in American schools, hopes to 
attract “many top-level scho- 
lars in various fields” to assist 
:in its endeavors. 
i In addition, the foundation 
will sponsor original research 
into Islamic civilization and its 
links with the West, and will 
publish a quarterly journal of 
Islamic studies.

Pearson's thesis is a fasci- 
nating one and deserving of 
further investigation by the 
press.

But at least “Conspiracy of 
Science" has broken the ice 
surrounding the Liberty affair. 
Now it is up to serious inves- 
tigative journalists, particularly

Indira blames opposition 
for violence in campaign

CH1KMAGALUR, India, 
Nov. 4 (AP> — Former Prime 
Minis ter Indira Gandhi, hoping 
to re-enter India's parliament 
in a by-election here, said Sa- 
turday that the ruling Janata 
Party has brought outsiders to 
provoke violence in this nor- 
mally quiet rural district. 

"In some places where I was 
’stoned, it was obvious that they 
were not local people," she 
told reporters on the eve of 
Sunday's voting. 

- Earlier, the national ruling 
party accused Mrs. Gandhi’s 
supporters, including among 
them local police forces, of un- 
leasing violence which left one 
young woman dead and scores 
of Janata workers and repor- 
ters injured. 

Scattered clashes between 
cam paign workers of the oppos- ■ • 
ing sides were reported Satur- 
day in remote villages of the 
sprawling district of coffee 
plantations and forests 1,100 
milfts south of New Delhi. In- 
juries were described' as nume- 
mous but minor.

The 60-year- old opposition 
leader, who cancelled scheduled 
appearances and successfully 
dodged the press during the 
last two days of campaigning, 
called a news conference at a 
remote coffee plantation 10 
miles north of here to coun-. 
ter Janata allegations against 
her. 

Mrs. Gandhi, who ruled In- 


dia for 11 years, is wooing vot- 
ers for the first time since her 
defeat in. March of 1977. 

In meeting reporters, she ex- 
hibited none of the strain from 
what has been the most ardu- 
ous campaign of her political 
career. 

Chikmagalur -was earlier con- 
sidered a safe district for Mrs. 
Gandhi because of past voting 
trends. Both sides now predict 
victory and observers still give 
the former prime minister an 
edge over Janata candidate 
Veerendra PatiL 

Paul’s campaign manager, 
Industry Minister George Fer- 
nandes who has the advantage 
of fluency in the local Kannada 
language, hammered away at 
abuses of power documented 
during the 1975-77 state of 
emergency. 


Paul believes he has over- 
taken Mrs. Gandhi. A Janata 
rally Thursday evening drew 
about 25,000 persons, consider- 
ed. l arge for Chikmagalur and 
larger than any of Mrs. Gan- 
dhi’s gatherings. 

"1 think 1 will win now," 
Patil said. "My style has been 
effective." 

Mrs. Gandhi firmly defended 
the emergency, which she said 
was declared to counter threats 
to India and its democratic 
system. During the 19-month 
period, thousands of critics in- 
cluding Fernandes were jailed, 
milli ons reportedly sterilized by 
force and strict press censorship 
imposed.

NAIROBI, Nov. 4 (APJ —

Additional details of the 
battle or its outcome were no* 
disclosed in the broadcart mo- 
nitored here, but Radio Ugan- 
da quoted President Idi Amin 
as indicating the attack fail- 
ed. 

"The Ugandan soldiers did 
no* waste even one bomb be- 
cause they were joking and 
laughing at them (the Tan- 
zanians) while, at the same 
time, they were, smoking and 
drinking Uganda q coffee.’* 
Amin reportedly said. 

Radio Uganda said Amin 
made the remark while cong- 
ratulating Ugandan civilian 
engineers who helped Wow 
up the bridge Friday after- 
noon. 

The Taka Bridge is the only 
crossing over the Kagera Ri- 
ver, which runs east from 
the Uganda-Tanzania-Rwanda 
border, to Lake Victoria. 

Amin Wednesday declared 
the river the new boundary 
between Tanzania and the 
1,750 square-kilometers of ter- 
ritory in northwestern Tan- 
zania annexed by his troops 


earlier this week. 

Since Uganda invaded, Tan- 
zania has been gearing for a 
nwjor counter-offensive aggiaat 
Ugandan soldiers.
